On one day last week two girls 
from Ae same department store in 
Chicago died, in separate hospitals 
frdro criminal operations to prevent 
tl^pir becoming mothers.

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Capitalism and Farmers! 

By Victor L. Berger. 


A way must be found to get thc producer* of tlie country to¬ 
gether, to get the farmers" and the city proletariat into close

Do these answers indicate lliat 
Petrovsky Would be a bad citizen? 
•And vet this, man, an army officer, 
who bad ffeil with his wife from 
Russian tyranny, was seeking an as- 
sylum in a country boasting of its 
rcgaril tor lilierty, and the officials 
of thc government meant to do their 
share to deprive him of the chance 
to csca|ic from his Russian oppres¬ 
sors. Shame 011 capitalistic 
America! 


To begin with, we hav 4 in tliis coimti-y no class of farm laborers 
who have been wage lalwrcrs for generations, nor even of those who 
liave to remain wage laborers for life. It is easy for a farm laborer 
who is willing to work liard to become a farm renli-r, ami later on a 
farm owner. If he has saved one or two hundred dollars, he can start 
out to rent a farm. Even thc negroes down South who are not very 
provident, usually succeed in Ais. In fact, almost every real fanner 
can soon start out to buy a farm, for there is still plenty of land in Wis¬ 
consin and other Xorthwestern states and in the South to be had for 
five dollars an acre. In thc eastern stales he can at least rent one for 
tittle money. So if a man stays a hired farm hand all his life in this 
country, there is souK-lhing the matter with him. 

.As a matter of fact, it is exceedingly liard all over the country to 
get hired farm help. In Wankestia county, Wisconsin, hired men are 
offered Airty dollars a month and their board and washing. Yet 
help is scarce at tliis price. So it is nonsense to figure on an estab¬ 
lished clan of farttt hamls which as a fixed class does not exist. 

Of course, people ouglit nut to study the farm question on the 
east side of New York or on tlie west side of Qiicago or front books, 
Tliey should go out and observe with their own eyes.

I will not try here to exjilain this plienomenon, and why, in spite of 
the introduction of imchinery, concentration has not token place in the 
farming industry as it has in the factories. I will mention only one 
or two points. 

The first is that thc introduction of machinerv in farming has not 
changed the entire mode of production as it has in thc factory. 

In the factory, the introduction of machinery ius resulted in a 
tremendous division of labor, one article sonietinies going through fifty 
luiids, before the product is finished. Furthermore the big and costly 
machine has absolutely pushed out of existence Ae .small manufacturee 
and his sliop. 

This has not been the case in agriculture. After the Introduction 
of machine^, the mode of production has more or less still remain«4 
the same. 'The wheat is growing in very much thc same way as before, 
and cattle require just about the same kind of care. The'machine has 
so far helped only thc middle sised farmer. It lias^ made it posstbfa 
for him to run a farm of alxxit lao to 160 acres with the help of a 
grown soil and dispensing with a hired nun, where formerly be lud to 
have a liircd man besides liis son for a farm of that size. 

So thc introduction of nucliinery has not workcil Ac revolution on 
the fann which it nude in tlie factory. - .

To What pconomic and Political 
Development Tending?

The State Under the Influence of the Growing Praletarian Power. 

The economic powers of the present working class, according to 
our radical catastrophe theorists, are dry brittle sticlu. Depending 
on these, they claim, the working class can nev-er transform capitalism 
into Socialism. Neither will the working class succeed in doing thii 
with the help of the political power. The state is a class state! 

Cei^inly, but the state is a class state chaitging with cconomif 
and social conditions of p<iwer. The sute is n..t firm a.s granite, il 
is very changeable. 

In that phase of the state's development which preceded our pres¬ 
ent state, an abundance of governmental rights were concentrated in 
the hands of powerful private lords. In the Seventeenth Century th* 
defense of the country in Prussia was still handed over to a few pri¬ 
vate contractors. The soldier himself practiced the trade of war at a 
means of earning his bread. He was a sc'Iier for life, like a tailor or 
a shoemaker. 

The administration of justice and the police department w*r« 
partly turned over to noble landlords and royal farmers of domains. 
The government officers were often sold, and the lucky buyer wished 
to live from his office. Within the royal domains, us we read in Koa- 
er's History- oj Frederick the Great, those who were tenants of th# 
royal officials' estates had curiously enough thereby also leased the 
administration of justice. They were indeed directed Ui let a leapied 
jurist undertake the pronouncing of sentences, but a chronicle of Nen- 
nurk declares that there was not then a single deputy Judge wlio un¬ 
derstood the law. Tlie staff, complains the author of this chronieik 
is the body of the law. It came to pass that the ma|;vsirate required 
fifteen ih^ers or six grosclien for a marriage certificate. Even In 
the patrimonial courts of the landed gentry, the noble landlord will¬ 
ingly dispensed with the appointment of a jurist, in order himself to 
undertake the duties of a jud^e, whether he was legally educated or 
entirely mnprepared. The Supreme court practice of 1709 psovidca 
tliat .vll suits brought before the.Suprenie court from the lower court# 
should be imnicrliatrly referred back to these courts, since it was thq 
intention of the Wing to most graciously protect the courts of the nobt# 
and the magistrate in their right#. 

This seignorial jurisdiction delivered the poor peasant entirely 
into the hands of the noblemen. UntH titc rvfoniu of Coccejit and 
his fp-eat successor, tliat is, up to the reign of Frederick tlie Great, afr 
cording to Schmoller, “The paramt unt jurisdictiem in all cates lay in th# 
lands of men who possessed it as a penonal right, whether tfa^ used 
it as a source of fees or otherwise for their own ends, and which along 
with other offiK-ers and other business they exercised often without 
any professional education." 

The Prussian yunkers, (landed noblemen) possessing jurisdietiga 
over their own serfs, and tliis jnrirdictioa moreover a tource of rich 
profits,—please imagine the conditions. Just imagine, that the great 
exploiter Sturm, employing many thousand workingmen and hating 
union men and Socialists would get from the state the right lo a<P 
minister justice and police powers over his working men, and tlat he 
would then use these powerful state officcs'as his principal source of 
income through fees, the imposition of fines, etc,! lliU fearful 
thought alone nukes one shiver I

Our methods in this country result in boastfulness and bluster 
and a conviction on the part of many well meaning people that wc arc 
juat about 'perfectioa, we Yankees, and that we arc a wnmiefful ini- 
provrmera over the things and the doings of the foreigners. 

But are we? Far from it 

We have Just been Imdcing over an account of the Swiss railways 
•pd a oepiparieon between tlicm and the man killing affairs we have 
in this country, seems to be altogether in favor of the Swiss, (.hir 
American railroads, or ratlicr, the stockholders hack of them, are so 
greedy for dividends tliat they not only kill off their employes ratiicr 
Sun put on proper safety appliances, but they kill off travel rather 
than nuke.aBy oonccssions to tlic public that miglit make further eon- 
ce ai to ot neceasary. The contrast Iwlwecn the American and the Swiss 
railwava is a contrast between tlie spirit of private prolit-Imnger, and 
the '^rir of public ownership. 

ror the ust twenty years Switzerland has been gradually .te¬ 
aring possession of the railroads. Since the ftoverniiient took over 
toe lines big ^edyciiois been made in fares, the tines being op¬ 
erated not to.tnuch for making money as for public usefulness and 
for encouragemeat to tourists to visit the country. The charges are 
almost the fewest in tlie world. In facL in order to attract tourists, 
the roads sell tickets that entitle the purchaser to travel in any direc¬ 
tion, on any train and aa often as he wants to for thirtv days. 
purchaser hu only to send a note to the head railway office telling 
where lie wants to go on his four, and he receives in return an - exact 
afatrment with his itratrarv drawn on 1 map, limes of trains and guide 
hooks. There are no free passes in Switzerland, Evcrvlsidy. from the 
president of the republic down, liaving to iwy his own fare.' 

And to show to what extent the Swiss government goes to pro¬ 
tect those who put their lives in its keeping every train has a hospital 
car attached, with Red Cross nurses and all conveniences in the way 
of first aid to the injured. And theses cars arc run at almost a dead 
toss. as there are scarcely any accidents, although the trams make fa.«t 
tone. The car if there when needed, just the same. Catch private 
capitalism in the United Slates ever safeguarding itspassmgersiiisuch 
a wav. 

' t’eople do not have to pa to Europe to see wonders. Tliis vast 
continent abounds In them, whether it be out in the Yellowstone coun¬ 
try, in Mexico, at Niagara Falls, Mammoth Cave, or wlut not. And 
yet tourists, whm they start out to travel immcJiatelv put acrtvxs the 
ocean, where they pet better treatment. Perhaps some of them prefer 
to luxuriate abro^ under any conditions, ao at not to attract too much 
ttention to the plunder from American labor that Uiey are spending. 
But nevertheless it qeeils no armmient to thow that if the railroads of 
this co un try also belonged to toe nation they would he run so tliat 
■tore people could use them. They wntdd be run for the pto^U, 
rather thu for profits, and more and more » as the government pro¬ 
gressed toward true democracy. 

These are facts tliat tbe average citizen, and especially the work¬ 
ing man toould ponder over. He lus his one life to live on eartli, he 
must do toe best be can for hb family and for his [mstcrity. 

‘pte average man today who is not throwing in his strength with 
the Social-Democratic movement or who is not giving the principles of 
Social-Democracy his earnest attention, comes pretty near belonging 
to that class that John Boyle O'Reilly had in mind when lie said that
